Insists Closed 
Shop Just One 
Of Four Issues 


CIO Chieftan Tells 
Union Policy Men 
Of Future Plans 
PITTSBURGH — (AP) — 


President Philip Murray of 
the striking CIO United Steel- 
workers told his policy mak- 
ing aides today that the union 
shop issue is only one of four 
obstacles holding up settle- 
ment of the 12-day-old steel 
strike. 


Murray, who also heads the un- 


ion's parent CIO, declared the steel 
wage-price dispute has become a 
political football. 


The silvery-haired labor leader 


told a joint strategy session of the 
USW executive board and wage 
iclicy committee: 


"I do not profess to know how 


Icng the struggle (strike) will 
last." 


He was given a rising ovation 


when he said it is his purpose to 
'carry out your mandate and the 
mandate of the last convention." 


He referred to 
a 
resolution 


adopted at the union's convention 
last May which urged a settlement 
based on recommendations of the 
wage stabilization board. 


The WSB recommended a 26-cent 


hourly raise for St«\elworkers now 
earning an average of between 
$1.90 and $2 an hour and also call- 
ed for a union shop. 


In addition to the union shop, 


Murray listed these other issues 
as blocking a final settlement: 


1. The steel industry's insistence 


on-a management-.•clause ,'.n any 
new contract. Murray said such 
a clause, defining management's 
rights, would allow companies to 
launch speedups. 


2. The question of seniority. Mur- 


ray said U. S. Steel corporation 
wanted all seniority questions re- 
solved to its satisfaction. 


3. Incentive pay. The labor chief 


declared U. S. Steel corporation 
also insisted on its version of in- 
centive. 


4. The union shop. Murray said 


the industry falsely gave out the 
impression that the union shop is 
the only issue. He called that "a 
plain unadulterated lie." 


But he discussed the union sh,op 


at great length and ridiculed state- 
ments of steel executives that their 
opposition is based on principle. 
He said they already had granted 
a union shop to 50 per cent of USW 
members. 


When Murray mentioned Sen. 


Robert A. Taft (R-Ohio) and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, both can- 
didates for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, his audience 
booed lustily. 


Murray 
called Eisenhower a 


"me-too-er," because Eisenhower 
supported Taft's declaration that 
the Taft-Hartley act should be in- 
voked by President Truman to get 
the steel mills back in production.

Two highway modernization 


projects totaling more than a 
million dollars and designed to 
remodel more than 23 miles 
of Lee county highway are 
now on the planning boards.

Compare Home-Front Battle 
Sacrifices-Thank Your Stars 


; 
Soon the Korean war will be two years old. Since-the 


truce talks began about two weeRs after the first anniver- 
sary, it is fair to say the second year has largely added up 
to stalemate. 
Yet there is something terribly cruel in such a view of 


this strangest of all wars. It seems to imply that nothing is 
happening, that no blood is being shed. Still we all know 
this is not so, that casualty lists continue to be issued, that 
the total of men killed or wounded rises weekly by blocks 
of a hundred or more. 
If you stop and think a moment, you realize that this 


war is no stalemate to the families of men whose names ap- 
pear on those lists. It is bitter combat, with the full horror 
that surrounds any other war we have ever fought. 


Equality of sacrifice is really impossible of attainment in 


war. No matter how noble the man feels who gives up a 
soft office job and heads for the plane factory or steel mill, 
he is not in the same category with the man who is living 
in mud and spilling his blood on the battlefield. 
•

• 
* 


No manpower controls, no excess profits tax, no "con- 


scription of capital" can hope to equalize home-front sacri- 
fices with battlefield suffering. 


But unhappily, we have to face the fact that the inevita- 


ble inequality of sacrifice is vastly greater in this present con- 
flict than in previous wars. This is not all-out combat in 
which every man has his appointed station and is expected to 
serve.This is all-out war for a few—and booming peacetime, 
marred only by the nervous tensions of the Cold War, for 
the many. This is death and horror for some, and no pain 
at all for most others. 
Perhaps it is humanly impossible for people living in a 
state of half war-half peace to acquire a full consciousness 
of the gravity of the times unless the war strikes directly at 
them. Most people do not easily conjure up the troubles of 
another. They are absorbed in their own, however small they 
may seem to the man who is fighting for his life at the front.

Maybe we shall have to acknowledge that it is too much 


to expect citizens enjoying prosperous conditions at home 
to worry unduly over a war that appears q'm'te remote, wholly 
confusing, and without effect directly upon them.,

the strains of the Cold War. Living on what General Eisen- 
hower calls a "high plateau of tension" is a new experience 
for most Americans,' and they can be forgiven for adjusting 
to it slowly.

field sacrifices of the few. not to complain about the rela- 
tively mild sacrifices they themselves must make. 


You may not like your tax bill, but did you ever live in 


the mud for a year in all kinds of weather? 


Every home-front American ought to thank his lucky 


stars that he has nothing more painful to worry about than 
some inconvenience imposed on him to make things better 
for his fighting representatives in Korea. At home a man's 
life is reasonably secure. But in Korea he may die any time— 
even in a stalemate.

Welcome Change 


One of the best signs of the improved posture of the 


Western nations is the way in which French authorities have 
dealt with the series of Communist'uprisings that greeted 
General Ridgway's arrival in Paris. 


A few years ago French leaders would have trembled at 


the idea of clapping a top Communist like Jacques Duclos 
into jail and raiding Red headquarters. 


But this is 1952. France is stronger militarily and eco- 


nomically, as is many another nation in the North Atlantic 
alliance. The French understand Red tactics for what they 
are, and are not afraid to call Moscow's bluff.

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Self-Treatment of Athlete's 
Foot Can Make Cure Harder 


Summer is the time when ring- 


worm, athlete's foot (or dermalo- 
phytosis, as it should be called), 
s likely to become an increasing 
>roblem. 


This is because people perspire 


more in warm weather and mois- 
.ure favors the growth of the fun- 
gus causing this condition. It is 
also because more people engage 
n athletics and the chances of ex- 
posure are increased. 


The feet, between the toes, the 


hands, the groin, and the scalp, 
are favorite locations for this con- 
dition. 


Dermatophytosis may take vari- 


ous forms such as blistering, scal- 
ng, cracking, lumps or callous-like 
lesions of the skin. Itching is fre- 
quent. Furthermore, many people 
have'mild fungus infections which 
they do not recognize, and allow to 
go on for a long time without treat- 
ment. 


Some time ago, 'the Council on 


Pharmacy and Chemistry of the 
American 
Medical 
Association, 


made some recommendations on 
dematophytosis w h i c h 
include 


the following: 


The feet should be kept clean 


and dry with special attention to 
places between the toes. 


The shoes and socks should be 


aired when not in use. What shoes 
are selected should be chosen with 
a view to making them as light and 
well aired as compatible with work- 
ing conditions. 


A dusting powder consisting of 


10 per cent boric acid in talcum 


powder should be put on the feet, 
in between the toes every night 
and morning. 


The council suggested the follow- 


ing policy as to treatment: 
ftp 


1. Only the mild lesions that oc- 


cur between the toes should be 
treated by the patient himself; that 
is, where the lesions exhibit only 
scaliness and perhaps mild red- 
ness and fissuring. Considerabla 
redness, moisture, pustule forma- 
tion or pain call for the attention of 
the physician and the physician 
only. The patient must err on the 
safe side.

2. Such mild cases can be treat- 


ed as follows. Observe regulations 
just laid down for prophylaxis (pre- 
vention) ; nothing, is safe as a local 
application except boric acid foot 
powder.

makes them mudh more difficult 
to cure. The particular fungus re-» 
sponsible can be identified only ™ 
with the aid of the 
microscope. 


Proper treatment depends on the 
kind of infecting fungus found, its 
location, and the duration and se- 
verity of symptoms. 


One of the greatest unsolved 


problems according to skin special- 
ists is how to gel patients to begin 
'treatment early before the fungus 
infection has been complicated by 
irritating self-treatment.

U. S. Arms to 
Chiang Slow,

WASHINGTON—(AP) — Adm. 


Arthur W. Radford. Pacific fleet 
commander, said today deliveries 
of military aid equipment to the 
Chinese Nationalists of Formosa 
have been "disappointingly slow." 


He told reporters that was one of 


the reasons why he is in Washing* 
ton for a series of conferences with 
military officials here. 


To news conference questions, 


Radford said he assumed deliver- 
ies of arms to the forces of Gen* 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek were 
slow because of (1) the necessity 
for setting world wide priorities un- 
der the general military aid pro- 
gram and (2) the fact that produc- 
tion deliveries are slower 
than 


originally expected. 


The' admiral recently went to 


Formosa to inspect the military 
situation there. He told reporters 
that the Chinese Nationalists have 
"the manpower and they have ex- 
cellent 
potentiality."

they are fairly well fixed on small 
arms but need artillery, transpor- 
tation, communications and other 
equipment. He said their amphib- 
ious force was "very small." 


He asked if he thought Chaian's

PITTSBURGH -(AP)- The eco- 


nomic pinch of the steel stnke is 
beginning to be felt in almost every 
section of the country. 


More than 750.000 woikeis now 


are idle in the 12th day of the na- 
tionwide walkout ordered by Philip 
Murray, head of the CIO United 
Steelworkers. 


In addition to the 650,000 union 


members on stnke another 100,000 
workers in Allied industries have 
been fuiloughed. More furloughs 
are in the offing unless the strike 
is settled quickly. 


The Steelworkers—and the woik- 


ers in allied industries who are laid 
off—are digging into their bank 
accounts to help tide them over. 


Generally, the fabricating plants 


which use steel for their products 
have enough steel on hand for SO 
to 45 more days of production. 


However, the Ford Motor Co. m 


Detroit says it will start closing 
down its plants across the nation 
in two weeks unless the strike is 
settled. Fold employs more than 
100,000 pi eduction woikers.

Jigger of Bourbon May Make 
You Immune to A-Bomb Rays 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Don't run for the nearest 


saloon until you've read the last word of this, but— 


Navy scientists have discovered that alcohol—like a 


bourbon—has a mysterious power to lessen the likelihood 
of death from radiation similar to that of atom bomb 
rays. 


These scientists, however, were working with mice in 


the naval radiological defense laboratory at San Francis- 
co—which makes a difference. 
• • • 


Eighty-four per cent of mice that got a heavy injec- 


tion of alcohol survived after they later were exposed to 
medium doses of rays. 


Another group of mice got no alcohol but the same 


amount of ray exposure—and every one of them died. 


The navy scientists, after other experiments which 


turned out about the same, said there seems to be some 
definite relationship between the amount of alcohol and 
the survival rate of mice. 


But there'^ a catch. A navy officer says mice handle 


their liquor, or rather alcohol, differently than man. They 
can survive a phenomenal dose of alcohol, size consid- 
ered. 
• • * 


If a man drank as much alcohol as the mice received, 


in proportion to size, the man would have to take around 
thiee-fifth of a gallon of average whisky, the officer esti- 
mated. 


Some scientists have estimated a man's liquor ca- 


pacity—154-pound man, at sea level, on a cool summer 
day—is around one quart a day. 


If that's true, three-fifths of liquor would kill a man 


before the rays got him.
